Amended claim 1 presents new issues such as an apparent mistake in line 1 5 (It isn't clear whether the inverter referred to is the same 
inverter used for the connection between the second I/O node and the I/O node in the first selection. Also, it is not clear whether the third 
I/O node in line 15 is a third I/O node of the first or an I/O node of the second selection). Furthermore, the allowable subject matter (in 
claim 3) includes the limitation that the "further connection" (referred to in lines 14 and 15) is meant to BYPASS the combinatorial circuit. 
Such BYPASS is not mention in claim 1 . Therefore, the "further connection" (as referred to in claims 14 and 15), without mentioning the 
bypassing of the combinatorial circuit, raises a new issue that will require further search. 
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
